HIGHLANDS RANCH, Colo. 
(AP) — Two students 
opened fire Tuesday inside 
a charter school in an af¬ 
fluent suburban Denver 
community not far from 


Columbine High School, 
wounding eight teenag¬ 
ers and spreading minutes 
of terror before they were 
taken into custody with no 
injuries, authorities said. 


Douglas County Sher¬ 
iff Tony Spurlock said the 
pair walked into the STEM 
School Highlands Ranch 
and began shooting stu¬ 
dents in two classrooms. 


Within minutes, deputies at 
a nearby sheriff's depart¬ 
ment substation entered 
the school and arrested the 
two suspects after a strug¬ 
gle. 


"As officers were arriving at 
the school, they could still 
hear gunshots," Douglas 
County Undersheriff Holly 
Nicholson-Kluth said.

"I have to believe that the 
quick response of the of¬ 
ficers that got inside that 
school helped save lives," 
Spurlock said. He did not 
identify the suspects, but 
said they are an adultand 
a minorwho were not pre¬ 
viously known to authori¬ 
ties. Authorities planned to 
search their homes and a 
vehicle at the school, he 
said. 

The shooting comes nearly 
three weeks after neigh¬ 
boring Littleton marked the 
grim 20th anniversary of 
the Columbine school mas¬ 
sacre that killed 13 people. 
The two schools are sepa¬ 
rated by about 7 miles (11 
kilometers) in adjacent 
communities south of Den¬ 
ver. 

'Tragically, this commu¬ 
nity and those surrounding 
it know all too well these 
hateful and horrible acts 
of violence," White House 
spokesman Judd Deere 
said in a statement. Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump had 
been briefed on the shoot¬ 
ing and was in touch with 
state and local officials, 
Deere said. 

The STEM School Highlands 
Ranch is a public char¬ 
ter school with more than 
1,850 students in kindergar¬ 
ten through 12th grades. 
Student Christian Paul¬ 
son told television station 


KMGH that he was in study 
hall when he saw kids run¬ 
ning and shouting, 'School 
shooter!" 

"And I'm like, what? Is this 
real orfake? And then I just 
went after them," Christian 
Paulson said. "And appar¬ 
ently, this is all real. And I 
tried to run with my life, but 
I'm out of breath." 

Roc co DeChalk, who lives 
near the school, told tele¬ 
vision station KUSA that he 
saw so many students run¬ 
ning past his house that at 
first he thought it was a gym 
class. He went outside and 
saw a teenage boy who 
had been shot in the back 
being helped by a teacher 
and another student. 

They brought the boy into 
his kitchen and alerted a 
police officer, who sent for 
an ambulance. 

"He made a comment, 
'Oh, I'm starting to feel it 
now,"' DeC ha Ik said. "I told 
him that was probably the 
adrenaline kicking in and 
he wasgoing into shock." 
Three area hospitals report¬ 
ed treating eight people 
in connection with the at¬ 
tack. Two were listed in se¬ 
rious condition, two were 
listed as stable, one was in 
good condition and three 
were released. 

Lines of firetrucks, ambu¬ 
lances and law enforce¬ 
ment vehicles from mul¬ 
tiple agencies were at the 
school, and medical heli¬ 


copters landed on a grassy 
field. 

The sheriff's office directed 
parents to a nearby recre¬ 
ational center to pick up 
their children. A fleet of 
school buses arrived and 
dropped off students, some 
of whom were crying and 
holding hands with their 
classmates as they were 
helped off. An ambulance 
also pulled up and let out a 
half-dozen children, none 
of whom appeared to be 
physically injured. 

"We know this is a very wor¬ 
risome situation for par¬ 
ents," Nicholson-Kluth said. 
"Relativesare worried, and 
we are trying to get them 
back together as soon as 
possible." 

Gov. Jared Polis said in 
a statement that he was 
making state public-safety 
resources available to help 
secure the site and evacu¬ 
ate students. 

'The heart of all Colorado 
is with the victims and their 
families,"he said.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

San Francisco officials 
voted Tuesday to require 
brick-and-mortar retailers 
to take cash as payment, 
joining Philadelphia and 
New Jersey in banning a 
growing paperlesspractice 
that criticssay discriminates 
against low-income people 
who may not have access 
to creditcards. 

Ihe vote by the Board of 
Su p e rviso rs wa s u na n imo us. 
Supervisor Vallie Brown, 
who introduced the legis¬ 
lation, said it "will go far in 
ensuring all San Franciscans 
have equitable access to 
the city's economy." 

Brown said she thought 
it unfair that someone 
couldn't buy a sandwich 
just because they had 
cash. She said young peo¬ 
ple, victims of ID theft, im¬ 
migrants and homeless 
people are among those 
who don't have bank ac¬ 
counts or credit cards. 

In many ways, the legisla¬ 
tion was an easy call for 
San Francisco officials, who 
strive to make life more 
equitable in a city with an 
enormous wealth gap. 
High-paid tech workers 
who flocked to San Fran¬ 
cisco to workforFacebook, 
Google, Uber and Airbnb 
may like the ease of paying 
by credit card, debit card 
or smartphone. 

But many low-income 
people, including more 
than 4,000 who sleep on 
San Francisco's streets ev¬ 
ery night, likely don't have 
money to sustain bank ac¬ 


counts 

According to the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration, 17 percent of Afri¬ 
can American households 
and 15 percent of Latino 
households had no bank 
account. 

Some people also prefer 
to use cash because they 
don't want to leave a digi¬ 
tal trail of where they have 
been and what they have 
bought. 

San Francisco's legislation 
requires brick-and-mortar 
businesses to accept cash 
for goods and some ser¬ 
vices. Temporary pop-up 
stores and internet-only 
businesses such as ride- 
hailing companies would 
be exempt, as would food 
trucks, which say they lack 
the resources to handle 
cash. 

Philadelphia and New Jer¬ 
sey passed similar laws this 
year. Legislation requiring 
merchants to accept cash 
also has been introduced 
in New York City. 

The efforts come after the 
rollout last year of cashless 
Amazon Go stores, which 
require customers to scan 
an app to enter. Whatever 
items customers take are 
automatically tallied in a 
virtual cart and charged to 
a credit card. 

The retail giant bowed to 
pressure last month and 
agreed to accept cash 
at more than 30 cashless 
stores 

Amazon opened its first 
cash-accepting store Tues 
day in a high-end New 
York City shopping mall fre¬ 
quented by office workers 


Anyone who wants to pay 
with cash will be swiped 
through the turnstile en¬ 
trance by employees. After 
shoppers grab what they 
want, an employee will 
scan the items with a mo¬ 
bile device, take the cash 
and give customers their 
change. 

Amazon didn't say when its 
11 other Go stores will start 
accepting cash. 

Plenty of cheap dim sum 
spots, taquerias and dive 
bars take only cash in San 
Francisco, but some retail¬ 
ers argue that not taking 
cash is safer and more ef- 
fic ient. 

Cashless restaurants are 
clustered in San Francisco's 
Financial District and South 
of Market neighborhoods, 
where white-collaremploy- 
ees devour upscale salads 
and protein bowls. 

Those now refusing paper 
money include Bluestone 
Lane, a New York-based 
coffee chain, and The Or¬ 
ganic Coup, which sells or¬ 
ganic fast-food chicken. At 
FreshroII Vietnamese Rolls 
& Bowls, which has several 
lunch spots downtown, 
signs remind customers of 
its no-cash policy. 


Andy Stone, vice president 
of brand marketing at Blue- 
stone Lane, said the com¬ 
pany "will always comply 
with the lawsof jurisdictions 
where we operate." 

The other companies did 
not respond to requests for

the country. "The legislation 
aims to prevent costly and 
disruptive protests against 
the proposed Keystone 
XL pipeline similar to those 
that plagued construc¬ 
tion of the Dakota Access 
pipeline in North Dakota. 
The Tribal Council on May 
1 voted 17-0 to tell Noem 
she's no longer welcome 
on the Pine Ridge Reserva¬ 
tion, and President J ulian 
Bear Runner informed her 
by letter the following day 
'that you are not welcome 
to visit our homelands" 

"I'm going to respect tribal 
sovereignty. I'm not going 
to go where I'm not wel¬ 
comed," Noem told report¬ 
ers Tuesday. 

Noem said she wants to 
resolve the situation quick¬ 
ly and that she's having 
"ongoing discussions" with 
council members who 
reached out to her. But 
she hadn't yet spoken with 
Bear Runner, who she said 
would be welcome to visit 
herany time. 

"I'm hoping that the presi¬ 
dent will change his mind 
and be willing to work with 
me to help face some 
of the challenges that 
the tribe has — dealing 
with economic develop¬ 
ment, the meth epidemic, 
some of the resources that 
they've asked me for," she 
said. 

Bear Runner's spokesman 
Chase Iron Eyes said the 
president would be will¬ 
ing to meet with Noem, 
though "who will make the 
first move, that remains to 
be seen." 

The two bills that Noem 
and GOP leaders pushed 
through toward the end 
of the legislative session in 
March allow officialsto pur¬ 
sue money from demon- 
stratorswho engage in "riot 
boosting" or encouraging 
violence during a protest. 
Activists and American 
Indian tribes have been 
planning on-the-ground 
protests against the Key¬ 
stone XL pipeline if it's built, 
similar to Dakota Access 
pipeline demonstrations in 
North Dakota in 2016 and 
2017 that resulted in 761 ar¬ 
rests over six months and 


cost the state $38 million 
to police. "I gave my team 
the direction to build a 
planthatwould protectour 
countiesand local govern¬ 
ments from expenses that 
come with pipeline con¬ 
struction and to protectour 
people from the costs and 
dangers that accompany 
violent riots," Noem said of 
the legislation. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union and tribes contend 
the anti-riot law stifles free 
speech, and the ACLU is 
suing Noem, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Jason Ravnsborg and 
a county sheriff in federal 
court on behalf of activists. 
The Oglala Sioux is not a 
plaintiff but it opposes the 
pipeline that TC Energy 
wants to build to move 
Canadian crude through 
Montana and South Da¬ 
kota to Nebraska, where it 
would connect with lines 
to Gulf Coast refineries 
The $8 billion project has 
the backing of President 
Donald Trump but is being 
fought by opponents in the 
courts. 

Iron Eyes said Oglala Sioux 
members believe the pipe¬ 
line threatens the environ¬ 
ment. 

'They want a better way," 
he said. 'They don't want 
a government that isn't 
thinking intelligently about 
impending ecological and 
existential crises." 

Noem said she has talked 
to people on the reserva¬ 
tion who want to continue 
working with the state. 
"What I hearfrom commu¬ 
nity members and other 
local leaders is very differ¬ 
ent than the agenda that 
the president has put out 
there,"she said. 

Iron Eyesdisputed that. 

'We are obviously taking is¬ 
sue with the idea that the 
elected leadership of the 
Oglala people don't reflect 
the will of the Oglala peo¬ 
ple," he said. 

Bear Runner's letter told 
Noemthatifshe ignoresthe 
tribal edict "we will have no 
choice but to banish you" 
from the reservation, which 
is roughly the size of Dela¬ 
ware and Rhode Island 
combined .□ 
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Recent airline crashes run a gainst trend toward safer flying

With plane crashes making 
headlines over the week¬ 
end, one in Florida with no 
fatalities and another in 
Russia that killed dozens, 
travelers might question 
whetherflying has become 
less safe. 

Aviation experts regard the 
recent incidents as a statis¬ 
tical blip, however, point¬ 
ing outthatsuch accidents 
and fatalities a re a fraction 
of what they were as re¬ 
cently as the 1990s. 
Advances in aircraft and 
airport design, better air 
traffic control, and im¬ 
proved pilot training are 
often cited asfactorsin re¬ 
ducing accidents 
"I don't think we'll ever get 
to zero accidents, butavia- 
tion is still the safest it's ever 
been," said Seth Young, di¬ 
rector of the aviation pro¬ 
gram at Ohio State Univer¬ 
sity. 

In the U.S., no airline pas¬ 
sengers were killed in ac¬ 
cidents from 2009 until 
April 2018, when a woman 
on a Southwest Airlines jet 
died after an engine broke 
apart in flight. 

Worldwide, there were 
more than 50 fatal airline 
accidents a year through 
the early and mid-1990s, 
claiming well over 1,000 
lives annually, according 
to figures compiled by the 
Flight Safety Foundation. 
Fatalities dropped from 
1,844 in 1996 to just 59 in 
2017, then rose to 561 last 
year and 209 already this 
year. 

Nearly half of the airline 
deathsin2018and 2019oc- 
curred during the crashes 
of two Boeing 737 Max jets 
in Indonesia and Ethiopia. 


In each case, investigators 
are examining the role of 
flight software that pushed 
the nose ofthe plane down 
based on faulty sensor 
readings. 

That raises concern about 
safety around automated 
flight controls, said William 
Waldock, an expert at 
Embry-Rid die Aeronautical 
University. 

"Pilots a re not being trained 
as much as pilots as they 
are system operators and 
system managers," he said. 
"So when something hap¬ 
pens and the automation 
fails, they get flummoxed." 
Beyond the two Maxcrash- 
es, safety experts see little 
immediate connection be¬ 
tween other incidents such 
as the deadly weekend 
crash of a Russian plane 
that caught fire after an 
emergency landing in Mos¬ 


cow and the case of the 
charter a irliner that ran off 
a Florida runway into a riv¬ 
er; no one died in that one. 
Investigators probe crashes 
in search of clues to pre¬ 
vent more accidents from 
the same cause. In the 
case ofthe Aeroflot jet that 
caught fire, killing more 
than 40 people on board, 
attention is likely to turn 
to Russian media reports 
that lightning disabled the 
plane's communications 
system and whether pilots 
should have burned off 
fuel before the emergency 
landing. 

Ughtning strikes a re not un¬ 
common. In the U.S. alone, 
there are about 25 million 
every year, according to 
the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice. A Federal Aviation 
Administration spokesman 
said airline planes get hit 


about once a year on av¬ 
erage. 

Pla nes a re built so that the 
fuselage acts as an elec- 
tricity-conducting shield, 
keeping the voltage away 
from passengers and criti¬ 
cal systems. The jolt is of¬ 
ten dissipated off wings or 
the tail. Critical electron¬ 
ics have surge protection. 
Nitrogen is used to reduce 
the risk that electrical arc¬ 
ing could spark a fire in a 
fuel tank. 

Newer planes like the Boe¬ 
ing 787, which uses carbon 
composite material instead 
of aluminum, includes fine 
wiring in the wingsto direct 
current off the plane, said 
John Hansman, an aero¬ 
nautic s p rofe sso r a t M IT. 
'They should be designed 
to take a lightning strike," 
Hansman said, "but if you 
don't have a perfectly 


grounded airplane, if you 
don't have the right surge 
suppressors, it's possible you 
can take out some of the 
avionics or electronics." 
Sunday's fiery crash in Mos¬ 
cow raised questionsabout 
making an emergency 
landing shortly after take¬ 
off, while the plane is still 
fully loaded with fuel and 
likely over the maximum 
landing weight.

That leaves only one option 
for lightening the fuel load 
on a plane like the Russian- 
made Sukhoi SS) 100 — cir¬ 
cling long enough to bum 
fuel. 

John Cox, a former airline 
pilot and now a safety con¬ 
sultant, said he would only 
circle if he were concerned 
that something was wrong 
with the plane's landing 
gear, or the runway was 
too short.

"We very much hoped that 
we would be able to get 
our exit sorted and have

But it de¬ 
pends on the anti-immigra¬ 
tion Danish People's Party 
and its 37 seats to mustera 
majority in the 179-seat par¬ 
liament. 

Overall, Danes have sup¬ 
ported the government's 
tough stance on immigra¬ 
tion a fterthe 2015 migration 
c risis in whic h mostly M uslim 
asylum-seekers sought ref¬ 
uge in European countries, 
including Denmark. 

Political experts say people 
who traditionally voted for 
the populists are drifting 
mainly to the Social Demo¬ 
crats, which have moved 
toward supporting a stricter 
immigration policy.

People's Party because of 
fraud scandals involving 
European Parliament funds. 
The government has nota¬

Ihe activist, 51-year-old Elz- 
bieta Podlesna, last month 
placed posters with altered 
images of the icon on walls, 
garbage bins and mobile 
toilets near St. Dominik's 
church in Plock. She did 
not physically damage the 
icon, which wasvenerated 
by pontiffs including Pope 
J ohn Paul II. 


About 300 people with a 
giant rainbow flag and 
holding posters of the al¬ 
tered icon heard speeches 
from human rights activists 
as they staged a peaceful 
protest in downtown War¬ 
saw. 

Earlier Tuesday, European 
Council president Donald 
Tusk, who was in his native 


Poland, said the Polish au¬ 
thorities' harsh reaction was 
"inconceivable." Ihe War- 
saw-based Helsinki Foun¬ 
dation of Human Rights 
found the raid on Podle¬ 
sna's home and her brief 
detention "hard to under¬ 
stand."

Pope: Commission on female deacons disagrees on ordination

"It's fundamental that there 
is no certainty that there 
was an ordination with the 
same formula, with the 
same goal, asthe male or¬ 
dination," Franc is said. 

The result will likely be a blow 
to proponents of ordaining 
female deacons today, 
as well asthe umbrella as¬ 
sociation of religious sisters 
which had asked Francis 


to create a commission to 
study the issue in 2016. Fran¬ 
cis said nothing Tuesday 
about how or whether the 
commission results might in¬ 
fluence any decision going 
forward. He said members 
of the commission were 
continuing to study the is¬ 
sue on theirown. 

Francis is due to meet Fri¬

ian relief" in U.N. programs 
and toward electricity. Ihe 
Hamas-ruled Gaza Strip suf¬ 
fers from chronic electricity 
shortages. 

Ihe recent two-day out¬ 
break of violence killed 25 
people in Gaza, both mili¬ 
tants and civilians, and four 
civilians in Israel. 

Hamas spokesman Hazem 
Qassem said Egyptian me¬ 
diators, along with officials 
from Qatar and the U.N., 
helped broker the cease¬ 


fire deal. The deal is be¬ 
lieved to include a num¬ 
ber of economic aid and 
development programs in 
Gaza, including providing 
additional electricity and 
creating temporary jobs 


in a territory where unem¬ 
ployment has skyrocketed 
to over50% 

Israel approved the re¬ 
sumption of fuel shipments 
into the Gaza Strip on Tues¬ 
day after cutting off the 


supply during Sunday's 
surge of violence, accord¬ 
ing to COG AT, the Israeli 
defense body responsible 
for Palestinian civilian af¬ 
fairs. It confirmed Israel

Ruling in favor of Erdogan's 
governing party, Turkey's 
top electoral body on Mon¬ 
day annulled the results of 
the March 31 vote in Istan¬ 
bul, which opposition can¬ 
didate Ekrem Imamoglu 
narrowly won, and sched¬ 
uled a re-run forj une 23. 
Ihe loss of Istanbul — and 
the capital of Ankara — 
in Turkey's local elections 
were sharp blows to Erdo¬ 
gan and his conservative, 
Islamic-based Justice and 
Development Pa rty, orAKP. 
AKP had challenged the 
results of the vote, claiming 
it was mamed by irregulari¬ 
ties. Critics accuse the AKP 
of clinging to power in the 


city of 15 million people 
that is Turkey's cultural and 
commercial hub and of 
exerting heavy pressure 
on the country's electoral 
body to cancel the out¬ 
come. 

Ihe controversial decision 


has increased concerns 
over democracy and the 
rule of law in Turkey, a 
NATO member that that is 
still formally a candidate 
to join the European Union 
and a key Western ally in 
the fight against terrorism 


and stemming of the flow 
of refugeesto Europe. 

'The will of the people has 
been trampled on," said 
Meral Aksener, leader of a 
nationalist party in Turkey 
that had backed Imamo¬ 
glu. 


The move is raising ques¬ 
tions about whether Erdo¬ 
gan, who has consolidated 
power throughout his 16 
years in power and is in¬ 
creasingly accused of au¬ 
thoritarianism, would ever 
accept any electoral de¬ 
feat or relinquish power.

ed formula, and the com¬ 


mission must allocate them 
by Thursday. It has hedged 
on exactly how the formula 
will be applied, making it 
difficult to project the total 


allocation of seats in the 
lowerhouse. 

One constituency seat was 
left unendorsed after the 
Pheu Thai candidate who 
topped the vote was dis¬ 
qualified for breaking an 
election rule by donating 
money to a Buddhist monk 
during the campaign. 
Thaksin, a billionaire who 
made his fortune in tele¬ 
communications, became 
prime ministerin 2001asthe 
head of a party he found¬ 
ed.

Wickramaratne also said in 
a statement late Monday 
that explosives the Islamic 
State-linked group stacked 
for use in more attacks 
have been seized. 

The bombings killed 257 
people and wounded hun¬ 
dreds at three churches 
and three hotels. Seven sui¬ 


cide bombers died at their 
targets while another ex¬ 
ploded hisdevice laterata 
guesthouse afterhisdevice 
failed at a leading tourist 
hotel. A ninth killed herself 
to avoid capture by police 
at herhome. 

Police have detained 73 
suspects for investigations 
since the bombings and 
have seized stocks of ex¬ 
plosives, improvised explo¬ 
sives devices and hundreds 
of swords. Also they have 
found $140,000 in cash in 
bank accounts connected 
to the group and another 
$40 millio n wo rth of a ssets in 
land, houses, vehicles and 


jewelry. Authorities had 
repeatedly said another 
attack from the extremist 
group waspossible. 

Sri Lanka's Catholic church 
hierarchy closed churches 
for a second weekend on 
Sunday as the faithful cel¬ 
ebrated Mass from home 
watching live on television. 
But on Tuesday, one of 
the churches targeted in 
the attacks, St. Anthony's 
Shrine in Colombo, opened 
a section of the church to 
the public for the first time

Ihe center's 
director, Edwin Melendez 
said the changes have led 
to cuts in school busservice 
and reduced accessto pri¬ 
mary school education. 
'They have to travel lon¬ 
ger distances. Many live 
with grandparentsorsingle 
mothers where transporta¬ 
tion isn't available," he said. 
'They're going to have high 
desertion rates." 

The enrollment drop is 
mostly a result of a 12-year 
recession that has sparked 
an exodus of Puerto Ricans 
to the U.S. mainland in 


search of jobsand a more 
affordable cost of living. 
The exodus accelerated 
after Hurricane Maria, a 
Category 4 storm that hit 
in September 2017 and is 
blamed for an estimated 
4% loss of the U.S. territory's 
population. 

Melendez said schools of¬ 
ten serve as an anchor 


for families, with educa¬ 
tion being a top factor in 
the debate of whether to 
leave the island of 3.1 mil¬ 
lion people. 

'That's one of the reasons 
families who have emigrat¬ 
ed are not coming back," 
he said of the closures 'The 
exodusand population loss 
hasnotended." 


Melendez said most of the 
closures involve primary 
and middle schools, noting 
thatthe numberofchildren 
younger than 5 has de¬ 
creased 42 percent since 
2006. But he said he wor¬ 
ries about young children 
who remain in Puerto Rico 
and the increased difficul¬ 
ties they face in finding a 


school neartheirhome. 

A separate study by the 
U.S. nonprofit Lumina Foun¬ 
dation found that Puerto 
Rico college enrollment 
decreased by7%overthe 
past three years, but that 
degree completion is high¬ 
er on the island than in the 
U.S. mainland. It is the first 
time the study includessta- 
tisticson Puerto Rico. 
Courtney Brown, Lumina's 
vice president of strategic 
impact, said Puerto Rico's 
government also should 
start thinking a bout its adult 
population and how it can 
contribute to the economy. 
'They have talent, too," 
she said. "Puerto Rico has 
a number of challenges ... 
(The) human capital issue is 
just as urgent." 

The reports were released 
a month after Puerto Rico 
education secretary Ju¬ 
lia Keleher resigned amid 
criticism of school closures 
and other concerns. A 
new interim secretary has 
promised to create charter 
schools and vouchers as 
ordered bythe govemoras 
part of a plan to overhaul 
the island's public educa¬ 
tion system.□

Roland de Cuba is also charged 
with renovations and improve¬ 
ments to Parke Arikok's facilities 
and roads, as well as optimizing 
visitorflows Of high priority are also 
pending negotiations on a collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement for the 
ANPF's employees and areassuch 
as development of a streamlined 
organizational structure, job de¬ 
scriptions and related compensa¬ 
tion structure. Furthermore, Roland 
de Cuba is tasked with develop- 
mentand update of management 
and conservation planning forthe 
different parks and conservation 
areas under the ANPF care. 

ANPF's Supervisory Board is ex¬ 
tremely pleased with the appoint¬ 
ment of these three professionals 
and is convinced that all three 
will significantly contribute to the 
further professionalization of the

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 

NFL concussion fund has 
paid out nearly $500 mil¬ 
lion in its first two years, but 
some players' lawyers say 
there aren't enough doc¬ 
tors in the approved net¬ 
work to evaluate dementia 
c la ims. 

They went to court Tuesday 
to oppose a rule to requite 
retired players to be tested 
by doctors within 150 miles 
(241 kilometers) of home to 
prevent "doctor shopping" 
and suspected fraud. 

Fund administrator Orran 
Brown said ex-players from 
around the country had 
flocked to fourdoctorsnow 
dismissed from the program 
who had "high-volume" 
traffic and some suspect 
findings. 

"We d id n't notic e it until the 
claims were coming in," 
Brown said. "Forty-sixmillion 
dollars went out the door 
on these claims before we 
could flag it." 

Retired players can seek 
awards of as much as $3 
million for moderate de¬ 
mentia and $1.5 million for 
mild dementia, although 
most men would get far 
less based on theirage and 
yea is in the league. Ihe set¬ 
tlement resolves thousands 
of lawsuits that alleged the 
NFL long hid what it knew 
about the risk of concus¬ 
sions. 

Senior U.S. District Judge 
Anita Brody, who has over¬ 
seen the case since 2011, 
suggested the travel limit is 
needed to prevent abuse. 
"A few were brought to my 
attention where we had a 
lawyer from Pennsylvania 
and a player from Florida 
going to a doctor in Texas 
And that was a red flag," 
Brody said. 

Philadelphia lawyer Gene 
Locks, who re presents so me 
1,100 retired players, urged 
Brody not to adopt the rule, 
saying his clients agreed 
to the settlement believ¬ 
ing they could choose their 
own doctors. 

'They had bad experi¬ 
ences with the NFL benefit 
program, both during their 
playing time and aftertheir 
playing time, when they 
felt they were used and 
abused, and were not go¬ 


ing to the doctors they 
wanted to," Locks argued. 
He said there are at least 
30 different subspecialties 
of neurology, only a few of 
them well-suited to evalu¬ 
ate his clients. 

Brown acknowledged he's 
still trying to recruit doc¬ 
tors in some parts of the 
country for the program. 
He suggested Brody adopt 
the 150-mile (241-kilometer) 
rule but allow him to grant 
exceptions. 

The fund, expected to pay 
out more than $1 billion 
over 65 years, has paid out 
$485 million so far, and an¬ 
other $174 million in claims 
have been approved, 
Brown said. 

The NFL has appealed 
a bout 30%of the approved 
c la ims, b ut c lo se r to 15% if 
the four doctors removed 


from the program aren't 
counted, according to 
players lawyer David Bu¬ 
chanan. 

If someone wants to travel 
'to see a world-renowned 
physician, or a world-re¬ 
nowned neuropsycholo¬ 
gist, they should have that 
right,"Buchanan said. 
Lawyers for the NFL moni¬ 
tored the hearing but did 
not take part in Tuesday's 
arguments. 

The settlement, forged in 
2013 and later amended, 
offers more than 20,000 re¬ 
tired players baseline test¬ 
ing and compensation 
of up to $5 million for the 
most serious illnesses linked 
to football concussions, 
including Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease, Parkinson's disease, 
amyotrophic lateral scle¬ 
rosis and deaths involving 


chronic traumatic enceph¬ 
alopathy, orCTE

After being declared the 
winner of the Kentucky 
Derby by disqualification, 
Country House will not 
run in the Preakness be¬ 
cause of illness, ending any 
chance a Triple Crown this 
year. 

Trainer Bill Mott said Tues¬ 
day the long shot winner 
of horse racing's biggest 
event was no longer be¬ 
ing considered to run in the 
second jewel of the Triple 
Crown after it looked like 
Country House was getting 
sick. After the horse start¬ 
ed coughing, which Mott 
called unusual, blood work 
showed he was harboring 
some sort of virus 
"Hopefully just rest and a 
little time is going to be 
what the doctor ordered," 
Mott told Ihe Associated 
Press. 'Other than that, he 
doesn't actually act sick. 
He's kind of a big, tough 
horse, but there's signs that 
things are not going in the 
right direction with him." 
Country House was elevat¬ 
ed to the winner's circle at 
the Kentucky Derby in slop¬ 
py conditions Saturday af¬ 
ter Maximum Security was 
disqualified for impeding 
other horses. His absence 
at the Prea kness means 
there won't be a third Triple 
Crown winner in five years. 


Bob Baffert-trained Justify 
and American Pharoah 
have each won it since 
2015. 

Country Horse is the first 
Kentucky Derby winner 
not to enter the Preak- 
ness since Grindstone in 
1996. Grindstone, who was 
found to have bone chips 
in one of his knees, was the 
first Derby winner to be re¬ 
tired immediately afterthat 
race since Bubbling Overin 
1926. Because of how the 
Kentucky Derby went, Mott 
said he and those around 
the horse were not as dis¬ 
appointed by this as they 
would've been under nor¬ 
mal circumstances. 

"I guess it's been an unusu¬ 
al ride anyway," Mott said 
of his first Derby victory. "I 
d on't think it hit a ny of us a s 
hand aswhat it might have. 

I think we're grateful to 
have the win we had and 
hopefully he bouncesback 
forsome raceslateron." 
Country House joins Maxi¬ 
mum Security in skipping 
the Prea kness. 

The 1 3/16-mile Prea kness 
is May 18 at Pimlico Race 
Course in Baltimore.Though 
shorter than the Kentucky 
Derby, the race requires 
a quick turnaround.

Now the Google Assistant 
— known primarily as the 
voice of the Google Home 
smart speaker — is increas¬ 
ingly central to Google's 
new products. And even 
though it remains com¬ 
mercially overshadowed 
by Alexa, it keeps pushing 
the boundaries of what ar¬ 
tificial intelligence can ac¬ 
complish in everyday set¬ 
tings 

For instance, Google last 
year announced an As¬ 
sistant service called Du¬ 
plex, which it said can ac¬ 
tually call up restaurants 
and make reservations for 
you. Duplex isn't yet widely 
available yet outside of 
Google's own Pixel phones 
in the U.S. Alexa and Siri so 
far offer nothing similar. 
Google is expected to an¬ 
nounce updates and ex¬ 
pansions to its Al Assistant 
at its annual developer 
conference Tuesday. 
Although voice assistants 
have spread across smart¬ 
phones and into cars and 


offices, they're currently 
most commonly found in 
the home, where people 
tend to use them with smart 
speakers for simple activi¬ 
ties such as playing music, 
setting timers and check¬ 
ing the weather. Amazon's 
Echo devices maintain a 
strong lead in the market, 
according to eMarketer ; 
the firm estimates that 63% 
of all U.S. smart speaker us¬ 
ers will talk to an Amazon 
device thisyear, compared 
to 31%that will use Google. 
Apple'sHomePod isa mere 
afterthought, lumped in 
the "other"'category which 
has a combined 12% 

More broadly, though, the 
competition is much more 
difficult to assess. Google 
claims the Assistant is now 


available across more than 
a billion devices, although 
many of those are smart- 
phoneswhose owners may 
never have uttered the As¬ 
sistant's wake-up phrase, 
"OKGoogle." 

Amazon and Google may 
one-up each other on dif¬ 
ferent metrics, but the real 
measurement is how well 
they've achieved those 
own goal, said Gartneran- 
a lyst We me r G o e rtz. 
Amazon'sdeep tiesin shop¬ 
ping make Alexa the go-to 
a ssista nt fo r a d d ing ite ms to 
your grocery list or putting 
in a quick re-order of dish 
soap. Google'sdecadesof 
deep search technology 
make it the leader in look¬ 
ing up or answering ques¬ 
tions you might have and 


personalizing its responses 
based on whatelse Google 
knows a bout you from your 
previous searches, your 
movements or your web 
browsing. 

All that, of course, reinforc¬ 
es Google's key advertising 
business, which is based on 
showing you ads targeted 
to your interests. 

At first, the Assistant on 
Home mostly just acted as 
a vocal search engine; it 
could also carry out a few 
add itio na I ta sks like sta rting 
your Spotify playlists Over 
time, however, it has add¬ 
ed dozens of languages, 
partnered with more than 
1,500 smart home compa¬ 
nies to control lights, locks 
and TVs and learned to 
identify members of any 


given household by voice. 
It's also expanded the 
number of apps and other 
companies it works with 
and moved into Google 
Maps as a way to send text 
messages while driving. 

Both Google and Amazon 
plan further expansions 
Lastyear, Amazon unveiled 
a numberof home gadgets 
with Alexa built in, including 
a "smart"microwave. Atthe 
CES gadget show thisyear, 
it showed off a phone-con¬ 
nected device that brings 
Alexa to cars. 

Google countered with up¬ 
dates to its expanding An¬ 
droid Auto system, which 
got Assistant capability last 
year. 

As Assista nt a nd Alexa get 
smarter, faster and more 
personalized, analysts ex¬ 
pect their reach to be¬ 
come broader and more 
ubiquitous Ihe speakers, 
said eMarketer ana lyst Vic¬ 
toria Petrock, are "getting 
people used to talking to 
their devices." Eventually, 
she says, if you can speak 
to your microwave and 
TV and lights directly, you 
won't need the speakers 
— except maybe to play 
music. In these emerging 
areas Google is hoping to 
outflank rivals with its strong 
inroads with Android smart¬ 
phones and cars. But it 
faces competition in many 
of these area snot just from 
Amazon, but also Apple 
and Microsoft.

Google spinoff, Lyftteam up to oiler self-driving car rides

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google's self-driving car 
spinoff Waymo is teaming 
up with Lyft in Arizona to 
attempt to lure passengers 
a way from ride-hailing mar¬ 
ket leaderUber. 

The alliance announced 
Tuesday will allow anyone 
with the Lyft app in the 
Phoenix area to summon 
one of the 10 self-driving 
Waymo cars that will join 
the ride-hailing service by 
end of September. 


Waymo's robotic vehicles 
will still have a human be¬ 
hind the wheel to take con¬ 
trol in case something goes 
awry with the technology. 
But their use in Lyft's service 
could make more people 
feel comfortable about rid¬ 
ing in self-driving cars. 

Both Lyft and Uber con¬ 
sider self-driving cars to be 
one of the keys to turning 
a profit, something neither 
company has done so far. 
Meanwhile, Waymo has 
been slowly expanding its 


own ride-hailing service in 
the Phoenixarea thatso far 
has been confined to pas- 
sengerswho previously par¬ 
ticipated in free tests of its 
self-driving technology. 
'We're committed to con¬ 
tinuously improving our 
customer experience, and 
our partnership with Lyft 
will also give our tea ms the 
opportunity to collect valu¬ 
able feedback," Waymo 
CEO John Krafcik wrote in 
a blog post. 

Lyft President J ohn Zimmer 


described the Waymo part¬ 
nership as "phenomenal" in 
a Tuesday conference call. 
Uberdidn't respond to a re¬ 
quest forcomment. 

The new threat to Uber is 
emerging as the San Fran¬ 
cisco company pursues 
an initial public offering of 
stockthatcould raise $9bil¬ 
lion when the deal is com¬ 
pleted later this week. Lyft 
raked in more than $2 billion 
in its own IPO in March, only 
to see its stock fall nearly 
20% below its offering price 


amid concerns about its 
ability to make money — 
a challenge magnified by 
another loss of $1.1 billion 
during the first three months 
of the year. 

Waymo's corporate par¬ 
ent, Alphabet Inc., is in line 
to be among the biggest 
winners in Uber"s IPO just as 
it was in the Lyft IPO. Alpha¬ 
bet owns a 5%stake in Uber 
that will be worth as much 
as $3.6 billion if Uber realizes 
its goal of selling itsstockfor 
as much as$50pershare.O

Break free of debt without paying a price

Samantha Ealy graduated 
with a bachelor's degree 
and $70,000 in debt. She 
worked multiple jobs to 
pay off student loans, a 
car, medical billsand cred¬ 
it cards in three years. But 
looking back, Ealy sees a 
few missteps. 

For example, one job of¬ 
fered a 401(k), but she 
didn't put in enough to 
qualify for an employer 
contribution, which she 
now regrets. 'That was free 
money,"she says. 

Young people buried un¬ 
der the weight of student 
loans recognize that pay¬ 
ing off their debt is crucial 
to financial freedom — and 
for some, to their financial 
future, too. 

In a 2018 NBC New^Gen- 
Forward survey of 18- to 
34-year-olds, a third said 
debt caused them to put 
off buying a home and 
31% to delay saving for re¬ 
tirement. In addition, 14% 
percent said they delayed 
getting married, and 16% 
delayed having children. 
Taking steps to get debt- 
free and set yourself up for 
success also means mak¬ 
ing the right moves now to 
avoid costly trade-offs lat¬ 
er. Three people who paid 
off debt share lessons they 
learned, which may help 
you refine your own strat¬ 
egy. 

TRAC K YOUR SPENDING 

Ealy, now 31 and pursuing 
an MBA at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity in California, realizes 
she was hyper-focused on 
earning more when she 
should have paid betterat- 
tentionto spending less. 
"From day zero, I should 
have been maintaining a 
budget," she says "Had I 
done that sooner, I prob¬ 
ably would have realized 
I could have cut some 
spending that was ridicu¬ 
lous and done without as 
many jobs as I was work¬ 
ing." 

Tip: Build a budget and use 
one of the many free apps 
like Mint to stay on top of 
spending, says Bill Brancac- 
cio, a certified financial 
planner and co-founder of

SAVE FOR EM ERG ENCIES 

While paying off debt, it 
may seem counterintui¬ 
tive to put money away for 
emergencies But an emer¬ 
gency fund can prevent 
you from going deeperinto 
debt when an unexpected 
expense hits. 

Laura Olear, 32, a substi¬ 
tute public schoolteacher 
in Los Angeles, said her 
emergency fund saved her 
while she was paying off 
close to $31,000 in debt. 
Olear used both do-it-your- 
self methods and a debt 
management plan from 
the nonprofit credit coun¬ 
seling agency Money Man¬ 
agement International to 
tackle student loans, a car 
loan and credit card debt. 
She had saved $1,000, 
some of which she need¬ 
ed for car repairs during 
her six-year journey to pay 
down herdebt. 

"I am grateful that money 
was there," she says. 

Tip: Contributing even a 
few hundred dollars to an 
emergency fund can insu¬ 
late you from common fi¬ 
nancial shocks, according 
to a 2016 study from the 


Urban Institute, a Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.-based thinktank. 

DON'T FORGET ABOUT RE¬ 
TIREMENT 

Thomas Nitzsche I earned 
his own hard financial les- 
sonsbefore he began work¬ 
ing for Money Manage¬ 
ment International, where 
he's now spokesman. 
Nitzsche, 40, lost his job dur¬ 
ing the 2008 recession. He 
stopped contributing to his 
401(k) and withdrew all of 
it to pay off about $12,000 
increditcard debtinstead. 
Soon after, he landed his 
current job and realized his 
mistake. 

"I had to start over at 28 or 
so with building for retire¬ 
ment," he says 
Olear had a similar experi¬ 
ence. "Retirement for me 
sounded so far away," she 
says. "I withdrew my mon¬ 
ey, paid all the fines and 
blew it." 

While paying herdebt, she 
came to understand the 
value of retirement. Olear 
now contributesto a 403(b) 
retirement plan through her 
job. 

Tip: While retirement may 
seem far off, you can't af¬ 
ford to ignore itwhile you're 
paying off debt. To accu¬ 


mulate enough money for 
retirement, you need to 
give it a long time to grow. 

CHOOSE A METHOD THAT 
ms YOU 

Two strategies to pay off 
debt include the debt 
snowball and debt ava¬ 
lanche. With snowball, 
you pay off debts from 
the smallest amount to the 
largest by taking care of 
the little one first, while pay¬ 
ing minimums on the oth¬ 
ers Once it's paid, you roll 
whatyou had been paying 
on it into your payments on 
the next debt, and so on. 
The avalanche approach 
prioritizes paying off the 
debt with the highest in¬ 
terest rate first and pay¬ 
ing minimums on others. A 
credit card would be paid 
off before a student loan, 
for example. 

'The snowball works better 
for behavioral purposes," 
Brancaccio says. If you 
need quick wins to stay 
motivated, choose snow¬ 
ball. 

But if you're committed 
for the long haul, use ava¬ 
lanche. 'The avalanche 
mathematically will gen¬ 
erally work out better," he 
says.Q

Red-legged frogs 
thriving in Yosemite 
after long absence 


YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK, 
Calif. (AP) — Red-legged 
frogs made famous by 
Mark Twain are thriving in 
Yosemite Valley aftera de¬ 
cades-long absence. 
Ecologists this spring found 
clusters of eggs in mead- 
owsand ponds, proofofthe 
first breeding by the frogs in 
Yosemite since 2017, when 
adult red-legged frogs 
were reintroduced after a 
50-year absence, Yosemite 
National Park Superinten¬ 
dent Mike Reynolds said 
Monday. 

"It's unusual to find eggs in 
any location and to find 
them this soon is a strong 
indication that red-legged 
frogs are adapting suc¬ 
cessfully to the riparian ar- 
easwhere we reintroduced 
them," Reynolds said. 

Ihe California red-legged 
frog is named foritscolorful 
legs and belly. It was fea¬ 
tured in Twain's short story 
,r Tbe Celebrated Jumping 
Frog of CalaverasCounty." 
Ihe frog disappeared from 
Yosemite in part because 
non-native, predatory bull¬ 
frogs first introduced to a 


reflection pond spread 
throughout the valley and, 
over time, gobbled them 
up. 

Ihe insatiable bullfrogs 
have been eradicated 
from the park, clearing the 
way for the red-legged 
frog's return. 

Ihe amphibians were rein¬ 
troduced in Yosemite Na¬ 
tional Park undera partner¬ 
ship with federal and state 
agencies, the Yosemite 
Conservancy and the San 
Francisco Zoo & Gardens, 
where thousands tadpoles 
and adult frogs are being 
bred for release in the park 
200 miles (320 kilometers) 
away. 

The program has reintro¬ 
duced an estimated 4,000 
California red-legged frog 
eggs and tadpoles and 
500 adult frogs, setting 
them free in the park's lush 
meadows, alpine lakesand 
winding Merced River. 

At 2 to 5 inches long (5-13 
centimeters), red-legged 
frogs a re the largest native 
frogs in the West and once 
were found throughout 
CalifomiaO

A massive United Nations 
report this week warned 
that nature is in trouble, 
estimated 1 million species 
are threatened with extinc¬ 
tion if nothing is done and 
said the worldwide dete¬ 
rioration of nature is every¬ 
body's problem. 

"Nature is essential for hu¬ 
man existence and good 
quality of life," the report 
said. 

Food, energy, medicine, 
water, protection from 
stormsand floodsand slow¬ 
ing climate change are 
some of the 18 ways nature 
helps keep people alive, 
the report said. And it con¬ 
cluded 14 of those are on 
long-term declining trends. 
'You destroy nature and 
it's going to bite you back," 
Duke University ecology 
Stuart Pimm said, pointing 
to how difficult it has been 
for China to recover from 
decades of forest loss. 

The Intergovernmental 
Science-Policy Platform 
on Biodiversity and Ecosys¬ 


tem Services (IPBES) report 
points to more than 2,500 
wars and other conflicts 
overfossil fuels, water, food 
and land to show how im¬ 
portant nature is 
"Protecting biodiversity 
means protecting mankind 
because we human beings 
depend fundamentally on 
the diversity of the living," 
UNESCO Director-General 
Audrey Azoulay said in an¬ 
nouncing the report in Par¬ 
is. 

Here are four ways human¬ 
ity depends on nature, ac¬ 
cording to the report and 
scientists: 

POOD 

Nearly all food comes di¬ 
rectly from nature, said re¬ 
port co-author Kai Chan, 
an environmental scientist 
at the University of British 
Columbia. Even though 
overall the world is grow¬ 
ing more food, pressure 
on crops from pollution, 
habitat changes and oth¬ 
er forces has made prices 
soar and even caused 
food riots in Latin America, 
he said. 

Pollinators across the 
globe, not just bees, are in 
decline. Three quarters of 
the world's food crops, in¬ 
cluding fruits, vegetables, 
coffee and cocoa, require 
pollination. 

The report said pollinator 


loss could cost the world 
$285 billion to $577 billion a 
year. 

MEDICINE and HEALTH 

About 70% of the drugs 
used to fight cancer "are 
natural or are synthetic 
products inspired by na¬ 
ture,"the report said. About 
4 billion people rely primar¬ 
ily on natural medicines. 
George Mason University 
ecologist Thomas Lovejoy 
pointsto a single heat-thriv¬ 
ing microbe that comes 
out of Yellowstone National 
Park's hot springs. Pieces of 
itsgenetic code are the key 
to a scientific technique 
called polymerase chain 
reaction (PCR) that is used 
for medical, genetic and 
forensic tests and much of 
modem biotechnology. 
"Nature underpins all di- 
mensionsof human health," 
the report said. 

FIGHTING CLIMATE 

CHANGE 

The world's forests and 
oceans suck nearly 6.2 bil¬ 
lion tons (5.6 billion metric 
tons) of heat-trapping car¬ 
bon dioxide out of the air 
each year, the report said. 
That's about 60% of what 
humans produce through 
burning fossil fuels.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — When 
mobster Al Capone was 
jailed in Philadelphia in 
1929, one newspaper por¬ 
trayed hiscellasa luxurious 
lockup, adorned with richly 
colored oriental rugs, pol¬ 
ished wood furniture and 
other trappings the mob 
boss told the reporterwere 
"very comfortable." 

Ihe Eastern State Peniten¬ 
tiary, which is now a mu¬ 
seum, worked hard to rec¬ 
reate the cell to fit that de¬ 
scription. 

Turns out, that account 
might not have been en¬ 
tirely accurate, and a key 
detail was missing: "Public 
Enemy Number One" had 
a roommate. 

What started in January as 
a simple project to repaint 
Capone's cell turned into 
a complete reworking of it 
and led to an entirely new 
exhibit. 

Ihe new Capone cell, now 
with an extra cot and less 
fancy decor, opened to 


the public Thursday. 
Workers propping for the 
paint job found dozens of 
layers of highly decorated 
paint on the walls of the 
cell, one depicting an ap¬ 
parent mural, another with 


intricately painted faux 
wood grain, said Liz Trum¬ 
bull, manager of historic 
preservation at Eastern 
State Penitentiary. 

They decided to preserve 
the various paint examples 


in Cell 1, and move the Ca¬ 
pone exhibit next door to 
Cell 3. It was never certain 
that Capone was housed 
in Cell 1 to begin with, said 
Sean Kelley, director of 
interpretation at the mu¬ 


seum; he could have been 
in any of the four cells that 
held high-profile prisoners, 
a stretch dubbed "Park Av¬ 
enue." 

"As we began to research 
what the cell looked like 
at the time, we began to 
question if his treatment 
was as luxurious as por¬ 
trayed," Kelley said. 

They discovered that the 
day after the Public Led¬ 
ger reporter wrote about 
Capone's fancy digs, a 
journalist from a competing 
paperfound that the mob¬ 
ster's abode was not the 
lap of luxury. 

'Capone's cell, which he 
shares with an embezzler 
known as 'Bill' Coleman, 
prison statistician, doesn't 
look like the cozy den of a 
king of leisure," reads the 
Philadelphia Record ac¬ 
count from Aug. 21,1929. It 
goeson to describe a small 
table with a vase of gladi- 
olas, a prison-made rag rug 
on the floor, a dresser and 
two cots at the rear of the 
cell. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

James Bond's shiny silver 
sports car — with its J B007 
rotating license plate — is 
the first thing visitors see 
when they step into the 
new and improved Inter¬ 
national Spy Museum that 
opens Sunday in Washing¬ 
ton. After that, it's as if the 
history of Hollywood's fa¬ 
mous private eye vanishes 
in invisible ink, while the 
stories of real-life spies and 
modem-day espionage 
take centerstage. 
the old, cramped mu¬ 
seum focused on human 
collection of intelligence, 
the new one also offers a 
window into covert opera¬ 
tions, counterterrorism, in¬ 
telligence analysis, cyber 
espionage, intelligence 
failures and even highly 
debated legal and ethical 
issues, such aswaterboard- 
ing. 

'We're not playing it safe as 
a museum," Vince Hough¬ 
ton, the museum's curator 
and historian, said during 
a sneak-peak tour of the 
$162 million, nonprofit mu¬ 
seum. 'We don'tget money 
from the government. We 
need to maintain our inde¬ 
pendence because there 
are a lot of stories we need 
to tell." 

Real intelligence officers 
tend to be tight-lipped, but 
at the museum, visitors can 
watch videos starring cur¬ 
rent or former intelligence 
officers talking about their 
jobs. 

The top psychologist at the 
CIA talks about how trust 
and fear affect relation¬ 
ships between intelligence 


assetsand their hand lets. A 
former deputy CIA director 
discusses how spooks as¬ 
sessed the intelligence that 
led to the raid of a com¬ 
pound where al-Qaida 
leader Osama bin Laden 
was killed in 2011 in Paki¬ 
stan. Real female spies dis¬ 
pel the myth that women 
rely on sex appeal to gath¬ 
er intelligence. 

There's an exhibit featur¬ 
ing Morten Storm, a Danish 
man turned Islamic radi¬ 
cal. He later became dis¬ 
enchanted with Islam and 
went to work for Danish 
intelligence as a double 
agent, providing informa¬ 
tion about wanted ter¬ 
ror suspects His life in the 
shadows became public in 
2012 . 

'We went to the undis¬ 
closed location where he's 
hiding from al-Qaida and 


recorded him actually tell¬ 
ing his own story surround¬ 
ed by artifactsfrom hisown 
life," Houghton said. 

There are stories of decep¬ 
tion and tragedy, intelli¬ 
gence coupsand surprises, 
too. 

Everybody knows that 007 
was "Bond. James Bond." 
Fewer people know that 
America's first spymas- 
ter was President George 
Washington, a.k.a. Agent 
711. 

Both sides spied during the 
Revolutionary War during 
the 1770s, but at the end, 
the head of British intel¬ 
ligence operations Maj. 
George Beckwith stated: 
'Washington did not beat 
us militarily, he simply out- 
spied us." 

Washington helped coor¬ 
dinate intelligence opera¬ 
tions during the war and 
the museum has a letter he 
wrote creating the first U.S. 
intelligence agency. 

"It's the Magna Carta for 
American intelligence," 
Houghton said of his favor¬ 
ite artifact. "It'sthe founding 
document and we have it. 
It'sascool as it gets." 

The old museum, which 
closed in 2018, had about 
3,000 artifacts and could 
display about 600 of them 
at a time. The new spy mu¬ 
seum has 10,000 artifacts, 
including more than 5,000 
items donated by H. Keith 
Melton, a Florida business- 
ma n who spent yea rs c riss- 


crossing the globe to find 
and buy them. The roughly 
1,000 spycraft artifacts that 
can be seen when the new 
museum opens include: 

The ice-climbing ax used in 
the bloody assassination of 
Russian revolutionary Leon 
Trotsky. A chunk of Gary 
Powers' U2 spy plane shot 
down over the Soviet Union 
in 1960. The hand cuffs used 
to arrest John Anthony 
Walker Jr., a former Navy 
chief warrant officer con¬ 
victed of spying for the 
Soviet Union from 1968 to 
1985. A large piece of a 
tunnel that penetrated East 
Germany so that the U.S. 
and allies could tap Soviet 
and East German commu¬ 
nications. Code-breaking 
equipment. Hidden cam¬ 
eras A pregnant woman 
disguise. The Amberdrone, 
a remotely piloted surveil¬ 


lance aircraft designed by 
an Israeli that is a forerun¬ 
ner to today's Predator, 
which executes airstrikes in 
Afghanistan and otherhot- 
spotsaround the globe. 

Not everything is real. Upon 
entry, visitorscan optto get 
a cover identity and mis¬ 
sion along with a badge 
with radio-frequency tech¬ 
nology that will recognize 
them as they walk up to in¬ 
teractive exhibits through¬ 
out the museum. 

Their spy skills are tested 
throughout the tourand at 
the end they can find out if 
they're better suited to be 
an intelligence officer in 
the field, for example, or an 
analyst at CIA headquar¬ 
ters. 

Visitors can create a dis¬ 
guise or climb inside a rep¬ 
lica of a "stress position" in¬ 
terrogation box that's too 
narrow to sit down in and 
too low to stand up in. They 
can walk into an exhibit 
that recreates life underthe 
secret police in East Ger¬ 
many before the collapse 
of the Berlin Wall in 1989. 
Without warning, a stem¬ 
looking Stasi police officer 
and police dog — actually 
a video behind glass— ap- 
pearto be approaching to 
askforpapers. 

"If you were interrogated 
harshly by the Stasi, chanc¬ 
es are you would sweat," 
perhaps on the cushion of 
the chairwhile being ques¬ 
tioned, Houghton said. 
'They'd cut out a piece 
of the cushion and they'd 
have your scent. They put 
it in a scent jar and if they 
needed to trackyou down, 
the dogs would be able to 
go and find you.'Q
